As of late, some anarchists and anarchist- 
oriented publications have come out to publicly 
denounce the Freedom Club (FC), a clandestine 
group opposed to industrialism and credited by 
federal police as the “Unabomber.”. As the talk 
goes on, lots of interesting things have surfaced. 

Some accept the police claim that the FC is 
actually alone individual For example, issue #5 of 
The Blast states: “Dept. of White Guys Saving the 
World: some dolt is blowing up professors, ad 
execs and other class enemies thru [sic] the mail.” 
Likewise, issue #53 of Slingshot refers to the 
group Claiming responsibility as “he” and “him” 
— otherwise accepting the government’s claim 
that it is a lone white male behind the bombings. 
Accepting police “research” or “investigation” as 
fact is dangerous as well as stupid. Police, locally 
and federally, show Us every day why they are not 
to be trusted but in fact despised. 

Until proven otherwise, why would one not 
accept the description of the FC of itselfin favor of 
believing what the FBI says? Why anyone would 
buy the FBI’s story because it's uncovered “evi- 
` dence” is beyound me. Isn't this the same bureau 
that created disinformation to discredit, frame (on 
charges for which many still sit in jail) and murder 
members of the Black Panther Party, politicized 
youth street organizations and the Republic of 
New Afrika in the 1960s, the American Indian 
Movement, Black Liberation Army and the Revo- 
lutionary Armed Task Force in the 1970s, the 
Committee in Solidarity with the People of El 
Salvador in the 1980s and Quibilah Shabbaz in the 
1990s? The FBI’s come out on more than one 
occasion with all sorts of “evidence” of boogeymen, 
only to be proven a liar later. It's like getting data 
on a painting from an art-hater with glaucoma.

Pig psychology 


Dear fellow anarchists and interested folks, 

I just wanted to speak a bit about authoritar- 
ian “pig” personalities as it applies to our Texas 
prison guards’ hierarchical establishment. After 
six years in one of Texas’ most decrepit little 
concentration camps, I have acquired a wealth of 
observations from which to expound upon. 

A few years back, I read a great book by a 
New Freudian psychologist named Erich Fromm. 
The name of the book escapes me now, but I know 
Mr. Fromm was a Socialist, most likely of the 
libertarian variety. One part of this particular work 
dealt with what Fromm called sadomasochistic 
personality disorders and related how these disor- 
ders are frequently found in hierarchical settings 
such as bureaucracies. Living in such an environ- 
ment, Iused Fromm’ s sadomasochistic theoretical 
framework for observational purposes of my own. 
A rubric! 

The sadomasochistic personality disordercan 
be broken into two parts for explanation but need 
not be separated since a prison may have both 
aspects, according to Fromm. 

Socialism is not relegated to overt physical 
sorts of cruelty, but denotes a genuine desire of one 
individual to have total control over another indi- 
vidual. In hierarchical systems, this translate into 
the people at the top of the heap or at each consecu- 
tive level dominating and handing out arash of shit 
to those just beneath them in the hierarchical

Read Brian Glick’s War At Home, Mumia Abu- 
Jamal’ s Live From Death Row or Jim Vander Wall 
and Ward Churchill’s Agents of Repression if you 
want to see the point. 

Terrorism is not about creating a movement 
nor necessarily social change — no individual or 
group with a grasp of history has ever promoted it 
as the only means of overthrow or as the most 
effective means of social change. Terrorism’s 
about fear and disruption — striking fear in en- 
emies and disrupting the social order. Ain't pretty, 
ain't PC—it's straight up bringing class war off the 
t-shirts and into the homes. "Too many quasi-left 


theoricians assume every act is to be to the greater , 


benefit of some omnibus “movement” instead of 
what bombs could be — out-and-out retribution. 

Traditional leftists commit terrorism to 
embolden "the masses" or on behalf of the masses; 
the FC has already stated its purpose for attacks: 
“The answer is simple: Anger. Why are We so 


ladder. Pa ; 

There again masochism in this sense basi- 
cally means sucking up or being an obsequious 
brownnose to those of higher rank on the ladder. 

The combination of these traits equals in a 
person essentially someone who is a real control 


freak and shit dealer to all those of a lower “sta- 


tion” in life and sucks a lot of ass to those the next 
rung up the shit ladder. 

This concept has some pretty heavy implica- 
tions in the macroeconomic sense with global 
Capitalism and evil statist political hierarchies, but 
there are plenty of examples of this sort of behav- 
ior in the microcosm of my daily life to observe in 
the prison “boss” hierarchy so well in the non- 
class conscious inmate populace: 

The boss class in here snitch on each other 
and cut each other’s throats to scramble over one 
another to get to the top of the heap while keeping 
their noses crammed extremely far up the ass of 
their immediate supervisors. Of course, being a 
convict, we at the low end of the totem pole and 
receiving much sadistic behavior from the boss 
class, we no doubt gave those masochistic person- 
ality types among the inmate populace. No doubt 


socialization in an authoritarian capitalist society ` 


sets the stage early on for this type of personality 
disorder. 

Many cops come to work here by sheer 
economic compulsion and are anxious to join the 
militaristic, flat-top, sporting ran-and-file 
authoritarians who draw their salaries from the

angry? You would do better to ask why there is so 
much anger and frustration in modern society 
generally." There are larger issues here. 

A few months ago, a bomb claimed by the 
Jewish Armed Resistance Movement destroyed 
the home of Canadian neo-nazi Ernst Zundel. 
Presumably, had Zundel been killed, few would 
have made a fuss about the “vanguardism” of such 
an act. No one leaps up mad about the Zundel 
bombing since it's easier to marshal the trendy 
types to cheer a nazi's death than support or debate 
acts against those whose support of the system is 
more complex. If so, then We ought look at Our- 
selves first before ranting about the awfulness of 
direct action against those exploiters. 

Some will claim that, once one class enemy is 
gone, “there is always another one right there to 
take his place” falters in analysis. If one is gone 
and another shows up, only to fall as well, it’s part 
of a protracted struggle — ethics or not. The 
pacifist/live-and-let-live view is not even worth 
hashing out here; this is about fighting back by any 
means necessary. If Our enemy chooses to kill Us 
by all means, do We react by tying one hand 
behind Our backs? Do so if you want but i won’t, 
nor will i cheer you to martyrdom. 

Bombings will bring repression upon 
aboveground activists, but so does activism. As 
militant movements grow, the State in virtually 
every country and instance has sought to snuff all 
movements in its quest for control. Even when the 
strength a movement has is only magnified by a 
paranoid nation, repression is still sure. Fool your- 
self all you want, but recognize that the State, the 
cops and right-wing vigilantes will use any excuse 
— real or fabricated — to crush a radical move- 
ment given the chance. : _—Frank

But for many who start out benign, unobtru- 
sive guards, it doesn’t take much to push them over 
the edge into the robocop mode. 

Something about militaristic setup of prison 
guard environments brings out the most fascistic 
traits in these people. Something about having the 
whole political state behind them and the acute 
realization that they have the upper hand, not to 
mention that they.can be downright rude and nasty 
without worry seems to be most chauvinistic, 
inhuman, patronizing, haughty and abusive char- 
acteristics in the most parasitical “boss class.” 

No matter what the reason these “state pupes” 


. comes to work here for, or sort of behavior they 


exhibit while they are here, they all play an impor- 
tant role as purveyors of human misery but but- 


tressing up the capitalist political state which — 


exploits everything which is right! They are the 
tools of oppression and should be regarded as 
such. It is time to remove the foot of authoritarian 
oppression from our collective neck whether it be 
in the “free world” minimum security prison or in 
the maximum ones like I’m in.

Tom Ridge, governor of Pennsylvania- 


signed Mumia’s death warrant on June 2nd 
setting his execution day on August 17th. Mumia, 
former Panther at the age of sixteen has been in 
the black liberation movement to this day. He 
was 26 when he was accused of killing a cop in 
Philly on Dec. 9, 81. A scuffle happened be- 
tween him, pigs and his brother. Working in his 
cab one night, Mumia saw a cop beating his 
brother for a phuking traffic violation. Mumia 
jumped in to help, only to get shot in the stomach. 
When the shit cleared, Mumia was sitting on the 
street curb bleeding while the cop lay dead. 
How do we know he was innocent? When 
you get shot in the stomach, trajectory of the 
bullet that hit the cop was coming from a com- 
pletely different angle than where Mumia was 
Standing, and a parade of 15 character wit- 
nesses exposing inconsistencies in the state’s 
case, At least you can question “The State’s” 
accusation. And the story goes as always when 
the state is geared to putting your black-ass in 
prison: all white jurors, and a speedy trail. But 
what was really interesting about Mumia’s trial. is 
that it barely touched on the “crime” of shooting 
this cop, but Mumia’s political life. : 
From teenaged revolutionary.to president 
of the association of Black Journalists (Wha... 
They had a real black person amongst them at 


one point in their tomming history?), an out spo- 
ken MOVE supporter who wrote passionately on 
the cultural group’s mass murder when the city of 
Philly fire bombed an apartment complex they 
lived in. Mumia had to go as a supporter of 
Mumia, | believe his locking down was all a part 
of some unfinished business between pigz & 
Panthers. 

The prosecution had determined that Mumia 
was A cop killer based on his formerly being a 
Panther since they were labeled as cop killers, 
and because Philly pigz have a long history of 
street confrontations with MOVE people, 


This would make the case easier. All ques- 
tions during the trial were leveled at Mumia’s $ 


beliefs. 12 years ago as a Panther and nothing 
else. Its been Thirteen years of Mumia locked 
down on death row. A movement has grown over 
the years in his support to get his case out and to 
get people to demand his freedom, or at least a 


new trial. But now the shit is getting even more’ 


serious. This core movement made of different 
groups and individuals can only do so much. The 
left has turned its back on him when National 
Public Radio stopped playing his commentaries.

When I heard the awful news that Pennsylva- 
nia Governor Thomas Ridge had signed a death 
warrant for our Brother Mumia Abu-Jamal setting 
an execution date for August 17th, two thoughts 
hit me simultaneously.

My name is Lorenzo Komboa Ervin. I live in 
Atlanta, Georgia. In the late 1960’s, I was a 
member of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee and the Black Panther Party. Because 
of my activities in the Black Liberation movement 


of the 1960’s, I was railroaded by the United States 
government to a “life” sentence, where I served 
almost 15 years. I was just one of a number of 
persons who went to prison from the Black revo- 
lutionary movement. There is nothing heroic or 


exceptional about my individual case. Many of 


those whom I was in prison with are still there, 
such as Herman Bell, Sundiata Acoli and many 


others who have gone there since my release. It is 
for them I make this proposal, not for myself. 
The idea of a general amnesty for Black 
political prisoners/prisoners-of-war is based on 
two primary reasons, well recognized in interna- 
tional law: (1) humanitarian, and (2) political, 
although not necessarily in that order. This pro- 
posal is the bare outlines foran amnesty campaign,

MICHIGAN PRISONERS ORGANIZE AGAINST THE TOXIFICATION OF JAILS 


Every day, the (MDOC) Michigan Department of 
Corrections violates the U.S. Constitution, the (EPA) 
environmental Protection Agency, The (MDPH) Michi- 
gan Department of Public Health and (UNSMRTP) 
United Nations Standards Minimum Rules for the treat- 
ment of prisoners by: x 

Consciously-with- intent housing prisoners 
in facilities of the upper peninsula; Hiawiatha 
Temporary, Chippewa Temporary, Kinross Re- 
gional and Chippewa Regional facilities all sites 
are located on Toxic waste sites. The said facilities 
wete either build on land formerly under the 
workings of the United States Air--force (Kincheloe 
base), or the land, water system they sit are on the 
land-fills of said base dumping's. Prisoners are 
being forced to drink, cook, and otherwise using 
this toxic water. The water is pumped from the 
community wells submerged in contaminated soil. 

The EPA, DNR and MDPH each have analy- 
sis proving the soil holds Radioactive contami- 
nants and the water supplied to the prisons has 
varying “carcinogenesis”. of Trichloroethylene 
(TCE), Feron, Chloroform, Ethylbenzene, Meta- 
Paraxylene and Orth-xylene. The cellular change 
of either one of this materials quoting the EPA; 
could lead to a "malignant-transformation" and a 
"lethal cancer" causing brain tumors. 

The (MDOC), has had the following deaths 
of long-short term employees of these facilities; 
Lt.Lloyd Moore, Captain Holford, Tom Omeilia, 
Officers-Gary Wiirtanen, Bob Palmer, Robert 
Swick and Lynn Steppig. These deaths were either 
"suicides" (because of the cancer), or of Brain 
tumors, cancer itself.

Anti-authoritarian authoritarianism? 


Recently I received a copy of a “proposal” placed 
on the table for anarchist public consumption by the NJ 
ABC which as an avowed anarchist some portions of 
outraged me far beyond any mere feeling of anger. It 
was a proposal for an anarchist(?) “federation” to be 
formed, geographically located in New Jersey and sug- 
gested formation of a “Committee of Five Prisoners,” a 
blatantly elitist ruling committee, who will then provide 
among other things “direction and leadership” to affili- 
ated anarchist groups. This proposal made the sugges- 
tion various anarchist groups to accept a clearly authori- 
tarian type command structure formed within the anar- 
chist movement meant to strengthen the “federation.” It 
was put forth within this proposal the establishment of 
an elitist group, “committee,” composed of five prison- 
ers who would then determine “exclusively” which 
P.P./P.O.W.’s merit the support of anarchist groups. I 
could not help but notice the obvious absence of the 
words “anarchist prisoner(s)” in their reference to “P.P./ 
P.O.W.’s” which poses an obvious question concerning 
anarchist prisoners and becomes overtly suspicious 
when one considers the identity of the cast of characters 
involved with their past affiliation to “Freedom Now"'s 
secret criteria, star chamber decisions and exclusion of 
anarchists from their list of “politicals” submitted to the 
United Nations. 

The proposal put forth the concept of a collective 
“War Chest Program” and was completed with a sug- 
gestion of ahypothetical amount of weekly contribution 
preferable per person which somewhat resembles man- 
datory weekly “dues” for the privilege of being a part of 
the “federation.” It contained a suggested “command 
structure” which reeks to high heaven of a Marxist party 
line organizational command structure. This alleged 
proposal, in my opinion, ended with an insult to all 
anarchists with a caution that anarchist groups should 
consider changing well recognized, though colorful, 
group names to provide “uniformity and professional- 
ism” to the Federation by stating, “The use of names that 
could cause the prisoners, political formations and the 
masses in general to take us less seriously should 
certainly be avoided.” I wish to tender my comments 
upon this “proposal” in the order I have presented the 
issues I firmly object to at this time. 


Committee of Five Prisoners 

The proposal’s “Committee of Five Prisoners” I 
strenuously have objection to as this reeks of creating an 
“elitist” top heavy situation and especially since this 
prisoners’ committee sounds like Marxist vanguardism 
or more specifically the Revolutionary Communist

Party’s species of vanguardism. I further have objection 
to this committee’s professed intention to provide “di- 
rection and leadership” to any “anarchist” group truly 
practicing the tenets of anarchism, be it one of the 
groups I am affiliated with or another anarchist collec- 
tive. Didn’t a lot of us adopt anarchism as our chosen 
politics to get away from these elitist types with their 
concepts of “direction and leadership” they felt com- 
pelled we should follow because they knew what was 
best for us?

I wrote about life in the provinces in my latest book 
Little Tenement on the Volga. 

I was pleased to hear of the NENW network 
as here in London I am starved of “alternative” 
information about the former Soviet bloc coun- 
tries. I hope I can be of help to NENW as I can 
translate Russian into English.

Review: Little Tenement on the Volga 


by Lena Holub 


In this thoroughly enjoyable book by C.S. 
Walton (aka Claudia, author of I, Claudia and The 
Rebels’ New Clothes) we are pulled into the surreal 
world of post-Soviet Russia. Living in a tenement 
(in 1993) on a street called Specialist Alley in the 
once closed military city of Samara, 600 miles east 
of Moscow, Walton constructs a tale of hardship, 
dread, isolation, and occasional laughter and hope, 
in prose that is both biting and honest. 

Samara, we are taught, was founded in the 
16th century as a trading post on the Volga. Cur- 
rently it is the 6th largest city with a population of 
one.and a half million. In Walton’s own words; 
“...The town center is a relic of pre-revolution 
Russia with an art nouveau chocolate factory and 
ornate department stores of crumbling stucco. The 
embankmentis lined with fin-de-siecle merchants’ 
mansions...houses are crammed with refugees, 
immigrants from other republics, the poor and the 
down-and-out...From the distance of the Volga’s 
far shore greater Samara holds the promise of a 
Mediterranean coastal city, its blocks gleaming 
white against fresh blue skies. Up close, they 
dissolve into honeycombs of pale grey concrete, 
their balconies shielded by corrugated plastic, 
great cliffs of vertical shanty-dwellings.”’ She then 
goes on describing in detail about her personal 
spaces in Number 4, Specialist Alley. Here is 
where we are first introduced to the harsh and 
dreary reality of everyday life in post-Soviet Rus- 
sia. The sub-divided houses shared by numerous 
families, the absence of “conveniences” that we 
are so accustomed to here in the West, and the 
tensions that arise from close living arrangements 
between people who have no choice in the matter. 

Besides her keen descriptions of the physical 
spaces around her (always nicely pointed with bits 
of history), Walton I feel is at her best and most 
compelling inher anecdotes ofrelationships, friend- 
ships and interpersonal conflicts that abound in the 
little tenement on the Volga. Here is where she can 
expound on her feelings and social analysis of the 
many facets of life in post-Soviet Russia. 

For example, we are introduced to Boris, a 
scheming would-be businessman. A young man 
who uses the corrupt nature of the emerging capi- 
talist construct to pad his pocket. His business 
ventures included the management of filthy public 
toilets (that charge admission) to a blackmarket 
pharmaceutical outlet to selling syringes, stun- 
guns, watches and pirated American videos, to 
those Russians who felt owning these items would 
enrich their lives. ; 

She makes many references to the hungry 
materialistic nature of the people around her, the 
mother who admires her daughter's pictures from 
abroad, and who asks question after question, not 
about the new city she is looking at, but the objects 
and their cost that she sees on the tables and 
sidewalks in the snaps. But Walton doesn’t take 


this opportunity to preach on the evils of material- 
istic gain and desires, she instead teaches us about 
the reality of living in post-Soviet Russia. “...After 
a few months in Samara I began to understand this 
hunger for material acquisition...”. She dissects 
what she thought was a turn downward for her, this 
quest for materials and the direction away from 
thought. But she then goes further to outline for us 
why this is so,”...I began to fear my own interests 
were shrinking to this level. I felt as though I was 
turning into a moron, conscious of little more than 
my physical self... [In the West] how easy itused to. 
be to take care of the body’s needs so that the mind 
could take care of itself. I was unable to dwell in 
my head for too long in Samara; hunger or physi- 
cal pain from the cold pulled me back to reality...” 

Walton goes into wonderful detail about the 
women she has met as well. The women in Russia 
today are not “liberated” but are still entrenched in 
the exploitative economic and social realities that 
was and is Russian life. Three and a half chapters. 
are devoted to this quest to understand the femi- 
nine condition. Walton, by weaving tales from 
old; stoic women and young ambitious girls, illus- 
trates quite well the psychological, economic, 
historical and political forces that shape Russian 
women today. The conflicts they face in dealing 
with everyday questions of marriage and work, to 
child raising are fully outlined and critiqued. But 
what is most striking about these chapters are the 
miles of intellectual terrain that has to be transversed 
by Russian women before they can start to want to 
improve their everyday lives. 

Walton does aremarkable jobin outlining the 
nuts and bolts of living, as a citizen, not as a 
privileged Westerner, in Russia today. In the chap- 
ter entitled The Idiocy of Everyday Life she tells 
all about the survival tactics one must employ to 
shopping, riding the trams, living in the tene- 
ments, even crossing the road. I can attest to these 
examples because I myself spent a short time in 
Moscow in 1993 as well. But on a more insightful 
level, this chapter depicts the “appalling conse- 
quences” of such a life. That is “people who live in 
aconstant state of tension and frustration, and who 
lack the energy for measured reflection may blame 
any convenient scapegoat for their miseries.” The 
ugly reality stemming from this “tension and frus- 
tration” is a rise in Russian nationalism. 

Little Tenement on The Volga, althougha slim — 
volume, is a huge book that concisely depicts the 
lives of Russians today. She explains tous, by using 
examples taken from everyday life and 
intergenerational experiences, the dichotomy of a 
society who is torn between moving forward in the 
spirit of perestroika, or backwards to the age of. 
Stalin. Walton does not paint a happy picture, but 
because she has enough clever sense to take from 
her experiences and apply to them unbiased thought, 
what emerges is not a dismal dismissal of a hope- 
less group - but a portrait of a people that are now 
beginning to see the “cracks in theirenclosed world.” 


SMOT: Ex-USSR Free Trade Union “an association of organizers of new free labor unions” 


At the present time SMOT [The Free 
Interprofessional Union of Working People] num- 
bers several thousand members in various regions 
of the ex-USSR. 

The main differences distinguishing SMOT 
from other independent labor unions that have 
appeared during perestroika are: 

/ e SMOT is not just a labor union but also an 
association of organizers of new free labor unions. 
According to resolutions of the Representatives 
Council, SMOT members attempt to organize free 
labor unions of every type, and also participate in 
the foundation of any free labor union, not neces- 
sarily a part of SMOT. At this stage SMOT is 
working not for increasing the quantity of primary 
organizations but for an association of activists 
and the formation of an effective “officers corps” 


for an independent union movement. 

e Organizationally SMOT is formed accord- 
ing to the principle of decentralization and avoid- 
ance of the concentration of leadership functions 
in anyone’s hands. All SMOT groups are fully 
autonomous and independent, in as much as the 
most valuable thing in democracy is the principle 
of personal autonomy and the principle of au- 
tonomy of association. 

e SMOT is in principle apolitical; among its 
members are representatives of 16 various parties 
and movements, which from SMOT’s point of 
view is their own business. 

It is with decentralization that SMOT links its 
hopes for the future growth of the organization, so 


that if any one group chooses an unviable path it will 
not effect the organization as a whole. And, on the 
contrary, if any group finds optimal methods of 
working, others may quickly adopt them as weapons. 

At present SMOT is publishing the newspa- 


per BASTA, the bulletin of the Saint Petersburg 
group, the theoretical journal SINDIKATY (Labor 
Unions) and the Bulletin of the SMOT Information

In June 1993 the secretary of the Interna- 


tional Workers Association (IWA) in Valencia, 
Spain, extended an invitation to the National Co- 
ordinator, comrade Samuel Mbah, of the Aware- 


+ ness League (AL), to the annual IWA conference. 


These plans however where squelched by the 
Spanish embassy in Nigeria - Samuel Mbah was 
denied a visa. In light of these events, Jose Jiminez, 
the IWA secretary, accompanied by Lourdes 
Redondo Ramajo, announced their plans to visit 
Nigeria on February 17th to the 24th of 1994. 
Arriving on Friday the 18th, the visit quickly 
got underway with various meetings and 
sightseeing tours in and around Nigeria. The fol- 
lowing day was the first in what was to be one of 
many in-depth discussions between the two del- 
egations, Topics ranged from logistical talk on the 
principles and organizational framework of the 
IWA and anarchism/anarcho-syndicalism, to fam- 
ily planning and other welfare issues. 
` Things took an ugly turn however on Wednes- 


day the 23rd at the University of Calabar, the 


scheduled meeting place. Barely one hour into the 
meeting three armed soldiers and two plainclothes 


_ Security men burst onto the scene and surrounded 


the participants. Ordering their hands into the air, 
they threatened to shoot anyone who moved. They 
were then escorted to anearby military compound 
and subjected to a thorough body search and 
subsequent beatings. After an intense round of 
interrogation, the film in comrade Jiminez’s cam- 


era was confiscated and they were then released . 


but instructed not to leave the city until the film 
was developed and examined. The following day 
the photos were deemed “safe” and the delegation 
was allowed to leave Calabar.

Anti-fascist action in Poland

On the 9th of November 1993, the date of the 
anniversary of the Nazi Kristallnacht, the Move- 
ment for an Alternative Society (RSA), along 
with several pacifist organizations such as Free- 
dom and Peace (WiP), Radical Anti-Fascist Ac- 
tion (RAAF) and the section of young activists of 
the Polish Socialist Party (PPS), organized an- 
other massive demonstration against rising Neo- 
Fascism, keeping up with a tradition of such 
demonstrations going on in all of the big cities in 
Poland. Thanks to the wide range of organizations 
making this event, large numbers of people showed 
up (about one thousand) at the usual gathering 
point in the Old City. The crowd included both 
radical anarchist punks, pacifist hippies, young 
aspiring polititians, as well as simple passers-by. 

The demonstration was to be absolutely le- 
gal, as the members of PPS had obtained before- 
hand the permission of the mayor, so the cops 
didn’t interfere, providing however the crowd 
with “protection.” The loudspeakers, monopo- 
lized entirely by. the members of the PPS, were 
constantly repeating that this was to be a peaceful 
and legal demonstration, and that no violent 
provocators would be tolerated. 

The crowd marched its way thru town to the 
center of modern Warsaw, chasing occasionally 
groups of stray skinheads, under the reprobative 
tethoric of apprentice polititians of the PPS, who 
didn’t want to be associated with any form of 
direct action - and of the pacifists from WiP, 
which maintained that anti-fascists should not 
become as evil as the fascists themselves by 
beating them. 

The discrepancies between the self-assigned 
leaders of the demonstration and the radical par- 


] ticipants were becoming stronger,as the crowd 


was approaching the final destination of the march. 
The cops, who by then had made cordons on both 
sides of the street, had provoked a lot of anger and 
frustration in the participants, furious at the thought 
of being reduced to a bunch of marionettes, going 
from one place to another, as directed by the 


religious, sexual, national and so on) discrimina- 
tion. 

7. We will fight against every sort of war, fas- 
cism, and religious fanaticism in public. 

8. We would like to reach our purposes by form- 
ing federations and proclaiming our ideas with- 
out force. Occasionally these will be civil disobe- 
dient and peaceful direct actions. 


militia. Unfortunately, it failed to organize work- 
ers and a liberation resistance at that moment. 
On October 1 the Second Congress of the 
Federation Anarchists of Belarus [FAB] was held 
here. On October 6 we, together with an indepen- 
dent trade union, held a meeting against unem- 
ployment. It closed with a skirmish with the mili- 
tia. On October 30-31 the 2nd Conference of the 
Federation of Revolutionary Anarchists (FRAN) 
was held here in the city. Delegates from Moscow, 
Minsk, Soligorsk, Donetsk, Kharkov, Kiev,

authorities. After that point several attempts were 
made to break the police cordons and head to the 
skinhead organization headquarters (the National 
Community), Unfortunately, most of the people 
were greatly disoriented by the situation, and they 
ultimately followed the loudest calls, which were 
those of the PPS loudspeakers. The part of the 
demonstration which proved to be much more 
interesting began only after the members of the 
PPS officially called the demonstration over, which 
was hopefully ignored by everybody. Only then 
the desire to extend the demonstration all around 
town spread to the majority of the people, making 
them storm the crowd-control units, which - unpre- 
pared for such an outburst - retreated under a rain 
of stones, Molotov cocktails and laughter. No 
arrests were made during the demonstration, as the 
people were solidary enough to prevent this (only 
afterwards small dispersed groups were appre- 
hended, but not longer than for half an hour). In the 
outcome, several policemen were wounded, two 
anarchists had a concussion, and one reporter had 
his backpack burned (his newspaper wrote the next 
day about “despicable hooligans”), / 

All this (maybe except the concussions) made the 
demonstration one of the more satisfying anti-fascist 
demonstrations to date, making a long-awaited step 
beyond degenerate, legalistic walks across the city, 
completely bland and devoid of interest. 

A newly formed group of activists, acting 
under the temporary name of “Group Of People 
Under The Influence Of Alcohol,” is currently 
working on making all kinds of events more live- 
lier and less easily recuperated by the mainstream, 
and has already organized actions suchas throwing 
pieces of liver with red paint on the windows of the 
Chinese embassy on the anniversary of Tienanmen, 
or selling stock shares of famine in Somalia or 
Bosnia in front of the stock market. This seems to 
be badly needed — as the older generation of 
anarchists, burned out by the fight against the 
previous system, tends towards some kind of 
anarcho-capitalist bubble. i
